THE CHINESE IN AUSTRALIA. 

Tho Times has taken up the cudgels in 
behalf of tho people of tho Australian 
Colony of Queensland, where tho largo 
influx of Chinese to tho newly-discovered 
minea in causing alarm— as it docs here in 
a modified way. It appears that at tho 
iustanco of tho existing Government of 
Queensland there were passed two hills 
intended to ahato tho mischief. By tho 
one a sum is imposed of CIO per head, by 
way, as it were, of caution money, on 
every Chinese immigrant on his entrance 
into Queensland territory; by the other 
tho price for tho Chinese, of a licence to 
dig gold is raised from ten shillings a 
year to three pounds. Tho Secretary for 
the Colonios has given his approval to tho 
former Bill, hut has declined to advise 
Hor Majosty to assent to tho latter. This 
has caused great indignation in Queens- 
land, and tho Government is now busy 
passing through Parliament two Bills of 
similar purport. If this were all tho con- 
test would simply bo one between Queens- 
land and the Colonial Oilieo; but iu order 
to obtain moral support the Queensland 
Premier has sent a circular letter to the 
Premiers of other colonies, soliciting 
their sympathy and assistance on tho 
ground that it is an infringement of the 
colonial rights of self-government for the 
Colonial Ollico to cause the disallowance 
of a Bill which, in tho judgment of the 
colonists, is essential to the safe interior 
governmout of tho colonies. It was 
thought that a united protest from nil the 
colonies would secure for the now Bills a 
more favourable consideration than the 
last measure received. Tho Government 
of South Australia, which has a northern 
territory of its own, and which has even 
heon mauojuvriug for Japanese immigra- 
tion, has replied very cautiously, asking 
for further information. Tho Govern- 
ment of Victoria has replied by encourag- 
ing Queensland to resist tho Colonial 
Office. Sir Henry Parkes, the Premier of 
New South Wales, sent a cautious answer 
expressing sympathy under tho difficul- 
ties of the Chinese invasion, and promis- 
ing a careful attention to any well-consid- 
ered and tompcrato legislation. But, 
Parliament being in session, the opinion 
not merely of the Cabinet, but of the Leg- 
iBlativo Assembly, has been obtained on 
the subject, which was brought mi 
der the notice of tho House in a re- 
solution submitted by Mr. Buchanan. 
He asked the House to express its regret 
at the disallowonco of tho Queensland 
measure. It was felt on both sides of the 
House that while tho resolution could not 
he assented to, a mere negative would 
be uncivil to the sister colony. The 
Premier and the Leader of tho Oppo- 
sition each submitted an amendment. 
That of the former was based on tho letter 
ho had already written to tho Queensland 
Government. That of tho latter recom- 
mended our Government to urge tho Earl 
of Carnarvon to obtain such a modifica- 
tion of the Treaty with China as would 
allow the Australian colonies to protect 
themselves against any undesirable incur- 
sion of Chinese population. Tho latter 
amendment was withdrawn by tho mover 
on the ground that, as he wished for as 
nearly unanimous a vote as possible, he 
would not divide the House or give tho 
debate a party aspect. But, as the House 
obviously gave tho preference to his 
amendment, the substance of it was, with 
the assent of tho Government, substitut- 
ed for tho latter portion of tho Premier's 
amendment, and in that form was agreed 
to without' a division, the original resolu- 
tion having been negatived by tho largo 
majority of 2G to 0. Some intemperate 
things were said in tho course of this do- 
hate, and tho mover of the resolution 
boldly advocated separation from tho mo- 
ther country, but his views on that point 
met with no approval. It was generally 
admitted that the Queensland Governor 
was justified under his instructions in re- 
serving tho Bill, and that if that Bill real- 
ly is contrary to the Treaties with China, 
tho Secretary for tho Colonies was justi- 
fied in sondiug it back to Brisbane. But 
it is argued that in the circumstances a 
great deal rnoro was rightly expected of 
him than a mere disallowance of Colonial 
Bills. It is said that if tho Colonial Bill 
is good in principle and if the Treaty is 
the only thing that makes it unsuitable, it 
rests with tho Homo Government 
to deal with that difficulty. Tho Colo- 
ny did not make tho Treaty, and cuiinot 
alter it. The knot can only bo untied by 
those who tied it. It is pointed out that 
just as tho State of California is importun- 
ing ths Federal Government of the United 
Sta.e3 to get their Treaty with China al- 
tered, so tho Australian Colonies are forc- 
ed by their dependent position to appeal 
to tho Imperial Governmout, and that 
Governmout falls short in its duty by 
simply disallowing the colonial measures 
of legislation. It is also pointed out that 
there would probably bo no difficulty in 
getting tho Chinese. Government to assent 
to the "proposed modifications, because 
the authorities at Pekin are not supposed 
to bo solicitous about tho emigration of 
their own countrymen. But whether 
there is any difficulty or not, it is tho 
British and not tho Colonial G overnment 
that must negotiate in the matter; and in 
requesting tho Secretary for tho Colonies 
to act for thorn, tho Colonial Governments 
are not asking him to perform a duty Unit 
properly rests on themselves, but only to 
oxerciso tho power which tho Imperial 
Government has carefully reserved to 
itself. In commenting on this agitation 
tho Times hopes that tho partial compli- 
ance of the Home Government with the 
wishes of tho colonists will allay tho ox- 
citenioiit and relievo Queensland of tho 
shoals of Chinese who now infest tho 
goldmining districts where they already 
numbor 17,000 and are increasing at tho 
rate of 1200 a mouth. The concession on 
tho part of tho Imperial Government is 
a long stop towards the recognition of 
repressive measures, Heretofore it baa 
boon urged that tho J loyal assent would 
bo withheld from a Colonial Act that pro- 
vided for tho exceptional taxation of Chi- 
noso. If tho Times' statement be correct, 
tho Royal assent has been obtained to an 
Act that enforces a tax of .CIO per head 
on all Chinese entering Queensland ter- 
ritory and other Colonics will not be slow 
to tako advantage of tho concession of 

passing similar measures. 



BIG PAY. 

Royal and Official Salaries in England- 
Some Solid Old Pensions. 

Tho British Government has issued, 
under the titlo of "Finance Account 
of tho United Kingdom," a return of 
all tho receipts and expenditures of 
the United Kingdom, in respect of the 
individuals. The most interesting- 
portion of this bluo book, in tho eyes 
of tho British rate and taxpayer, will 
bo found in its statements as to the 
salaries now enjoyed by tho officers of 
tho Crown, civil and legal, and tho 
pensions to which thoy are entitled in 
respect of past services of themselvos, 
or, in soino eases, of their ancestors. 
For instance, in pages 47-64 will be 
found a full list of tho salarios enjoyed 
by the judges of the land and by tho 
rest of our legal stall', from the Lord 
Chancellor, who enjoys his CIO, 000 a 
year, down to a gentleman who figures 
as a "patent messenger for South 
Wales," with his modest annuity of 
£13 18s. 4d. Again on page U8, the 
annual allowance to oach of tho mem- 
bers of the royal family will bo found. 
Her Majesty (including, of course, hor 
civil list, the salaries and expenses of 
the royal household, tho royal bounty 
and spocial service fund, etc.) received 
in the year March, 1870, March, 1877, 
tho sum of £40G,70!1 IDs. 9d.j tho 
Prince of Wales, £-10,000; Duke of 
Edinburgh, £25,000; tho Duke of 
Connaught and Friucj Leopold, each 
£15,000; Princess of Wales, £10,000; 
tho Duke of Cambridge, £12,000; the 
Crown Princess of Prussia, £8,000; 
tho Princess Alice, Princess Helena 
Princess Louise and tho Duchess of 
Cambridge, each, £0,000; the Princess 
Mary Teck, £5,000; the Priucoss Au- 
gusta, Duehoss of Meklenlmrg-Strelitz, 
£15,000. Turning to the diplomatic 
pensions on page -12, we find that Lord 
Stratford de Redoliff enjoys an allow- 
ance of £1,870. Lord Cowley and 
Lord Napier, each £1,700; Sir (Jeor 
Hamilton Seymour and Sir James 
Hudson, each £1,300; whilo eight or 
ten other gontlemen are rewarded at 
about half that figure. Tho chief 
pensioners for their servico are the 
following: Lord Chancellors, each 
£5,000; Lord Chelmsford Lord Hathor 
ly and Lord Selborno; Sir William 
Eile, £o,750, and Sir Samuel Martin, 
Sir John Byles, Sir Henry Keating, 
Lord Peuzauce, and Sir Richard 
Kindersley, each ii^uro at £3,000 
Lord Evorsley, as Ex-Speaker of the 
House of Commons is down for a pen 
sion of £4,000; whilo throo ex-cabinet 
ministers, Sir George Grey, Spencer 
Walpole and Thomas Milner Gibson, 
have each £2,000. But, perhaps, tho 
most curious portion of tho blue-book 
is page 30, which gives us a list of tho 
hereditary pensions — that is, of pen- 
sions enjoyed now by individuals on 
account of their fathers' or their ances- 
tors' naval and military services. Tho 
Duke of Marlborough has £1,000 a 
year, on account of tho sorvices of the 
winner of Blonheim, while a sum is 
secured to the presont and next Duke 
of Wellington, but to no further Duke 
on account of Waterloo, In like 
manner, to tho title of Lord liodii6y 
there is affixed a pension of £1,000 or 
£2,000,. lor his book does not make it 
quite clear which, in perpetuity; whilo 
tho present Viscount St. Vincent, the 
third holder of that titlo, enjoys a pen- 
sion of £3,000, which, however, dies 
with him. It appears that tho nation 
in 1800-7 annexed in perpetuity a 
pension of £3,500 to every Earl Nelson 
to the end of time; whilo tho present 
Lord Cambormere and his sou alone 
will receive tho £2,000 with which his 
coronet is endowed. Every Lord Ex- 
month, as long as the titlo shall last 
will draw £2,000 from tho nation; but 
Lords Seaton, Napier of Magdala, 
Keano, Hardinge, Goughand Raglan, 
and their immediate successors in their 
respective titles, and no descendants in 
a further degree will enjoy tho sumo 
amount respectively. The pensions, 
each of £1,000, enjoyed by Sir W. 
Eon wick Williams, Sir Henry' M. 
Havelock, and Lady Havelock, and by 
tho widows of Lord Elgin and Mayo", 
Governors-General of India, are for 
life only. The Right Honorable Wil- 
liam Beresford, late Secretary of War, 
draws a salary of £83 a year as "keeper 
of tho tennis court" at Hampton Court 
place, and the following names still 
stand as the receivers, as pensioners, 
"for loss of post lines:" Sir Thomas 
Cojebrook, fJJfi 15s.; the Marquis of 
Salisbury, £4 10s.; Sir Edward Hale, 
£10 4s. 0J; the Duke of Norfolk, £50 
0s. 3d., and the Earl of Powis, £3 18s. 
8d.j while the heirs of the Duke of 
Schomberg draw £1,798 2s. 10d., and 
Lord Bath, presumably as one of them, 
£1,200, and tho heirs of William Fenn 
no less than £4,000, It may also as- 
tonish the world to find that there are 
still living old servants of Queen 
Charlotte who draw £310 a year, whilo 
one of thoso of Georgo III. draws £10 
quarterly. Ninety-five hundred and 
fifty-five pounds yearly goes into the 
pockets of persons who were put upon 
tho civil lists by Kings George IV. and 
William IV.

THE INTERNATIONAL BOAT RACE. 



The Lackawannas Wins by Fifteen 
Seconds ! 

Tho raco of Tuesday having boon do- 
olared "no raco," another match botween 
tho gig of H.M.S. Opal aud tho gig of tho 
American sloop-of-war Laekawauna was 
arranged yesterday morning to como oil' 
in tho afternoon at 3% o'clock, over tho 
course selected for Tuesday's con- 
tost. Tho distanco was five miles, around 
tho pinnace of tho Shah anohorod in 
Royal Roads about two-and-half miles off 
tho harbor of Esquimalfc, and back to tho 
Hudson Bay Co. 'a wharf. Tho day was 
one of tho most boautiful of the season. 
The sun oliouo warmly, and scarce a 
cloud flecked the sky. Tho water of tho 
inner aud outer harbors, save for a slight 
ripple now ami agai u froma passing zephyr, 
■was as smooth as a millpond. The crowd 
in attendance was not so great as that of 
tho previous day; but still the number of 
persons who viewed tho scouo from the 
shore aud from boats was largo. Betting 
• was livoly, and generally oven, .small 
odds being occasionally given in favor of 
the Opnl crew. The boats left their re- 
spective ships shortly after throe o'clock. 
To prevent tho possibility of fouling it 
was arrangod that one boat should leave 
tho starting-point three minutes in ad- 
vance of tho other. Too Opals won the 
toss, and at 20 minutes to 4 o'clock tho sig- 
nal-gun was tired and they started. Tureo 
minutes later the Lackawannas were sent 
off. Tho tido beiug flood was against tho 
boats on tho outward Btrntoh. It was ob- 
served tho Opals pulled 11 strokes a min- 
ute on tbo way out, and that tho L tekawau- 
nas did not excoed 38 strokes. Tho Opals 
passed the Target opposite Hospital Point 
3 minutes and seven seconds ahead of the 
Lackawannas. At Fisgard light they 
•were 3 minutes aud 8 seconds ahead. 
From Fisgard light to tho stakeboat tho 
Laokawannas must have neatly closed 
the gap, as tho boats were just 3 minutes 
and 3 seconds apart in rounding (he stake- 
boat, tho Opals rounding at 51m. -15i. 
past 3 o'clock; and the Lickau'auuas at 
57m. 48s. past So'elock. It was observed 
that the British crew "peeked" their in- 
side oars in rounding the stake-boat, while 
the Lackawannas kept their oars in the 
water. On tho home-stretch the boats had 
the tide with theui and better time was made 
by both crews. Tho raco seemed destin- 
ed to ond in a dead-heat, so well did tho 
boats seem to hold their positions. As 
they swopt down from tut: atake-boat to- 
wards Hospital Point tho encouraging 
shouts of thoir friends rang in tho ears of 
the crews aud eucouraged them to strain 
every nervo to reach tho goal first. As the 
Opals neared Hospital Point iield-glassos 
and stop-watchts were got out, and time 
was taken. Tho Opals, pulling 42 strokes 
to tho minuto, passed tho lighthouse at 
Gm. 55s. after 4. Tho Lackawannas pass- 
ed the same poiut 2 minutes and -15 se- 
conds later. Precisely tho same differ- 
ence was obsorved oil' the Target, and tho 
boats reached the goal in about tho samo 
order— tho Laokawannas winning the race 
by 15 seconds, amidst tho warm plaudits 
of tho crews of the ships and tho crowds 
on shore. The Opals seemed somewhat 
tho worse for wear. The Lackawannas, 
with a singlo exception, looked fresher 
than their opponents. As the winning 
and losing crews passed theRoyal Squad- 
ron on their way to thoir ships they were 
cheered, tho crow of the Shah, with that 
good-uaturo which always characterizes 
tho British tar, leading oil' with loud huz- 
zas for tho Laokawannas. On board tho 
American sloop-of-war tho winners wore 
received with au ovation, the crew seem- 
ing almost frantic with delight at tho suc- 
cess of their mepHinates; yet they did not 
forget to givo three cheers and a tiger for 
the crotv who were beaten but not cou- 
querod, Tho timo occupied by the Opal 
crew in the raco was 39 minutes aud 27 
seconds; by the Lackawannas, 3'.) minutes 
and 15 seconds. We understand that yes- 
terday's made the fourteenth raco that the 
crew of tho Lackawanna's gig have won, 
they having beaten thirteen picked crews 
in Chinese, Japanese and California wa- 
ters. 

Dyking Frascr Lands. 

Tho Herald has tho following gratifying 
paragraph:—" We hear that tbo scheme 
proposed for dyking portions of Sumas 
and Chilliwhack is to bo carried into ef- 
fect, Mr. Derby, who undertakes tho 
work, commencing active operations al- 
most immediately. The settlers whoso 
lands will be enclosed are to pay §5 per 
aero, in instalments spread over a term of 
years, and on this security the contractor 
will raise a loan, to bo guaranteed by tho 
Government. Further, tho Government 
will make over to tho contractor all tho 
unoccupied land within the proposed 
dykes. Mr. Dewdney's survey will be 
takou as tho guido for tho work." 

Punnio Meeting. — Mr. Walkem ad- 
dressed a public meeting at Now West- 
minster on Monday evening. Ho spoke 
for two hours,and was followed by Messrs. 
Holbrook, Brown, Dickenson, Nelson and 
a fow others. Tho Herald claims the 
meeting as an Opposition success; but it 
is remarkable that no resolutions endors- 
ing tho courso of the Opposition were pass- 
ed aud that tho address that was circulat- 
ed for signature was not very numerously 
signed. To bo ellbctivo the meeting 
should have passed resolution* endorsing 
tho Opposition anil condemning the Gov- 
ernment. That such woro not passed is 
evidenco that tho projectors feared they 
would bo voted down!

London, Oct. 10. — A Russian official 
dispatch dated hoad-quartors of tho 
army of the Caucausos, Oct. 1G, says 
yesterday tho Russians gained a great 
victory over Mukhtar Pasha capturing 
many guns and prisoners. Tho Turks 
havo been driven from the road to Kars. 

A dispatch from Moscow to-day says 
private telegrams received there states 
that on Monday tho Russians attacked 
Mukhtar Pasha's new position. The 
Caucasian gronadiors stormed tho 
Alivia hills forming the key to tho 
Turkish position. Two hours' engage- 
ment ensued resulting in tho flight of 
Mukhtar Pasha iu the direction of 
Kars. The Russians aro in pursuit. 
Tho Turks lost many prisouors, can- 
non and rifles and a quantity of provi- 
sions. 

An official dispatch received at Con- 
stantinople to-day locates the battle at 
Agdja dagb which is probobly samo ns 
Alivia. The dispatch says the Russians 
attacked from four sides and' tho Turks 
wero fulling back. At tho time the 
telegram was sent oft' tho final result of 
the battlo was momentarily expected. 

London, Oct. 17.— Tho correspondent 
with the linssian head-quartars in Asia 
telegraphs from Karajal Monday evening 
as follows: General Laharotl' with 27 
battalions of infantry aud forty guns re- 
cently despatched on a touring movement 
from here behind Agdaja Dagh to Alivia 
hills and Vosihov telegraphed last night 
from Bazardjik bogging for assistance as 
Mukhtar Pasha was before him with a 
superior forco. Theroupou this morning 
our troops bogan an attack upon tho 
Turkish position and after a heavy can- 
nonading on our loft wing with tho Agdja 
batteries wo made a series of assaults on 
Alivia hill aud redoubts. At noou tho 
Caucassian grenadiers uudor Gen.Heiman 
stormed tho hill and redoubts capturing 
3 Krupp guns. Tho Eisinkia regiment 
occupied Aladja Dagh capturing the 
Turkish camp, Tho enemy retreated in 
disorder in 3 directions being cut off in 
tho rear from Kars. Tho pursuit was 
sharp everywdiore and will be continued 
to-morrow. No news has yet been receiv- 
ed from Gen. Lazocroff. 

London, Oct. 10 — The correspondent 
at St. Petersburg telegraphs that tho fato 
of Monday's battle was decided by a flank 
attack on Mukhtar Pasha's position from 
tho north. Tho Russians captured soiuo 
thousands of prisoners. The sioge of 
Kars will recommence immediately. 

Bucharest, Oct. 10— The Turks have 
withdrawn tlfoir artillery from tho Gri- 
vitza redoubt. Tho Russians fear tho re- 
doubt is mined. 

Vienna, Oct. 10— Financiors who, in 
January, agreed to supply twouty-livo mil- 
lion tlorins tit any time before tho ond of 
October in view of possible mobilization, 
havo been already informed that the 
money will not bo required. 

London, Oct. 10— A Berlin correspon- 
dent states that the Porto is dissatisfied 
with tho evasive answer of Greoce to pre- 
vious communications, and has sont a 
sharp note protesting against non-punish- 
ment of those who attempted to raise an 
insurrection in Thessaly, and proposing 
a reduction of tho Greek army. Several 
telegrams from tho Turkish side report 
an improvement in tho weather on tho 
Lorn and the prospect of an engagement 
noar Kadiksi. Heavy cannonading has 
commoneed at Schipka Pass. It is troo 
that Servia has assured tho Porte of hor 
intention to strictly observe neutrality; 
but this is duo solely to tho fact that sho 
has not yet finished preparations and is 
waiting for a favorable opportunity to 
openly assumo tho offensive. It is doubt- 
ful, however, whether they can count on 
tho continued support of the Senate. It 
is said that on the day tho session of tho 
assombly opens, before tho Chambor of 
Deputies can bo organized, the Senate 
intends to show that it repudiates a dan- 
gerously passive rule and to point to tho 
Cabinet what is oxpoctod of it in obodi- 
enco to tho will of the country against 
Turkey, which will probably come with a 
Roumanian victory at Plovnu.

Estimates 
nioiiifiod by tho present Secretary so as to 
conform to present requirements aro now 
renowed. They amount to $32,436,764.98 
and have been transmitted to both housos 
of Congress. They aro now submitted for 
your consideration. An appropriation of 
tho requisito funds is respectfully re- 
commended and tbo Secretary of Treasury 
will communicato to Congress iu connec- 
tion with the estimates for the appropria- 
tions for the support of tho army for tho 
current fiscal year; estimates for such 
othor deficiencies iu tho different branches 
of tho public service as require immedi- 
ate action and cannot without inconveni- 
ence bo postponed until tho regular ses- 
sion. I take this opportunity to invito 
your attention to tho propriety of adopt- 
ing at your present session the necessary 
legislation to enablo tho peoplo of tho 
United States to participate iu tho advan- 
tages of tho international exhibition of 
tho agricultural industry and tho fine 
arts which is to bo held at Paris in 1878, 
and in which this Government has beon 
invitod by tbo Government of Franco to 
take part. This invitation was communi- 
cated to this Government in May 1870 by

English Mail. 



A great sensation has been excited 
in military circles by tho mutiny iu t he 
19th Hussars at the Curragh camp. 
Tho "Army and Navy Gazette" in- 
dulges in some very plain speaking in 
reference to tho causo of the mutiny. 
Our contomjDorary states wry promi- 
nently that an officer of tho regiment, 
whom it accuses of being responsible 
for tho bad feeling which prevails in 
the regiment, "is not endowed by na- 
ture or education with tho qualities re- 
quisite for the command of men." Nei- 
ther his temper nor his tone, his ha- 
bits nor his tact, were such as warrant- 
ed his promotion, says the "Gazette," 
and it adds that "bis conduct can be 
described by no other epithet than 
cruel," and that "the men under his 
command have been goaded to desper- 
ation." These statements, consider- 
ing tho source from which they eman- 
ate, demand and will no doubt receive 
tho fullest investigation. 

An official not^o lias beon sont to the 
newspapers from tho banking house of 
Coutts&Co., West Strand, stating 
that Mr. Edward Majoribauks is no 
longer a member of that firm. No ex- 
planation is given why Mr. Majori- 
bauks, who is said to have been tho 
senior partner, has retired, and the an- 
nouncement naturally excites much 
comment on the Exchange. 

A mass meeting ofClydo shipwrights 
who havo been on strike for six mouths 
and those romainiug out lias been hold 
in Govun, Glasgow. Tho following 
amonded basis of arbitration proposed 
by tho employers was agreed to, 
namely: — "Does tbo state of trado on 
tho Clyde at present warrant tho ad- 
vanco asked by tho shipwrights?" Tho 
men will resume work immediately. 
Tho arbiters will take evidenco on tho 
subject. 

In tho Youno a fire assurauco agent 
named Bouchot has been transported 
for life and his accomplice for twenty 
years. Sinco 1871, Bouchet in order 
to frighten the public in his neighbor- 
hood to insure, incited tho accomplice 
to set lire to seventeen premises; he 
was detected in one case, and confessed. 
They went halves iu tho premiums. 

South African News. — Annexation 
seems to bo the order of tho day iu tho 
Cape Colony, not less than four new ter- 
ritories having beon added by a bill pass- 
ed at tho last session of tho Capo Parlia- 
ment — namely Griqnaland West, Fingo- 
laud, Normansland and the Idutywa Re- 
servo. Iu tho Transvaal the news of tho 
Queen's assent to tho annexation was re- 
ceived very quietly. Thoro aro no less 
than '.103 miles of railway under construc- 
tion at an estimated cost of £G, 500,000 
sterling. The Opposition, dissatisfied with 
this expenditure, has succeeded in getting 
a commissioner appointed to enquire into 
it. Business is a little less active, but 
money is easy and tho hanks have abun- 
dance of it. "Wo notice that numbers of 
emigrants aro going to South Africa un- 
der Government auspices. Indeed in one 
instance, the Cape Govornmont chartered 
a ship for the special purpose of convoy- 
ing emigrants.
